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ABSTRACT 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  is  mandated  by  Congress  to  protect 
the  health  and  safety  of  the  workers  and  surrounding  communities  during  the  transportation 
and  disposal  of  chemical  warfare  weapons.  This  responsibility  was  delegated  to  the  Chemical 
Demilitarization  Branch  of  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC).  CDC 
performs  this  mission  by  assessing  the  disposal  process,  evaluating  the  chemical  agent 
monitoring  systems,  setting  chemical  agent  exposure  limits,  and  preparing  communities  to 
respond  to  medical  emergencies  related  to  the  chemical  disposal  program. 
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
